lake place. Tilt repair of an old ship resembles that 
of an old house or of an old garment, or erf the body 
ruuural, where you must eometlrnfia cut deeper than 
tftc actual injury. Suppose the case uf an insurance 
of an old house against tire. A lire breaks nut, sad it 
is fount absolutely necessary In order to get at it, and 
extinguish the tire, or to preven t its spread, to remove 
part of the building. The oftlce would be bound to 
pay the full cost of the proper restoration of th^ house, 
anil if it were found only practicable to restore the 
artuslly injured or destroyed parts, without some 
amelioration of the existing part", alill the cost of the

Nov here, with some incon- 
sistency, the whole of these exrsmssa is denied lo be 
particular average, and yet the parties deal with the 
proportionate share of tho ship itself which is the 
principal, as particular average, lot' they include Ihst 
part In the caleulation. But if the whole damage 
to the ship is gmrval arerage, ten ia its parts 
for if there be a policy which excludes aa to a ahip 
average altogether, ex cept ^general, and It sacriliep foe 

whole amount nf That loss, Is the ships 
tliereof wintld lie reeovcrahlc cm a policy 
inch exclusion with such exception- The inclusion ol 
the pnrt here is however ri-ht and the error is in not 
including more, vir,., the whole. 

The distinction cannot be supported on the gronnd 
that there is i rcrncily orer for the rest, (aaaumuig that 
to he clear for the sake or argument.) for as between 
insurer and insured, tlte latter though he hsvc a remedy 
nver may resort in the tlrst instance ta his insurer, anil 
the latteT must in that esse work out his indomnincs- 
tinu by claim against the third party. If the insured 
hrst recover, no doubt he cannot have a double 
renvedy. 

There is no distineti'in in thia respect between 
general and partlcul r nvcnige.

It beinx 
now ronceded that Ihe nature of the motive power 
is iiiiiiiifKiriant in itself; and there bring no evidcui-ciu* 
had motive bcTond that of self preservation, and there 
having been nothing exlraordiniry in the stmndinir, the 
claim can only be put as it was cut the hruad gruund, 
that if i eammnQ hfnuBI ensue fr.im the expense, no 
matter what the motive or what (lie occasion, (he 
common benefit entails s common burthen. That 
wsa insisted on in argument in the well known ease 
of Taylor r.

fought otf, and the cost ot euro of wouruled maruiera 
formed " general arerage.'" Jt wu stated hy the 
counsel for the office (tterjesat l,cnj and Serjeant Cop. 
ley) that the gsneral prai-tice in all Insurance rfltrvs 
had been tu aettls 1 for such as genera] average. Hut to 
thaa it was answered, that lo practice many things, 
frcmi motiv.'s uf a wi-.> policy were settled for without 
acknowledging legid ubligation. Tbe Court bddunwn 
the principle »t our law, short of thia general nrin.

The 
eiTller case of Iluoituer r. Wildmsn was theh- auoted 
and observed upon ; and the subsequent ease of Power 
Wildman. in which Ihe Court of Uucca'a Bench 
explains Its farmer decision, snd qualiHcs the general 
observationa which were used in that ease and in the 
cite of Power v. Whit note ; as s general principle it 
has been seled on, in uurcoiiroj, that " general averse* " 
must lay its foundution in a sscnttcr of part tor The 
rest, and Ur. justice Williams in Halictf c, Wigratu 
refers to the general principle Therefore where a 
mere expense is incurred, To convert that into general 
sverago or enatributary claim, the foundation must be 
laid in an ^.e/raordirwrj-y occasion, sod an e^iootier 
motive ; that is, in the same general idea. Whatever 
tbe ^antnin or an uninsured vessel a L uuld do to pro- 
moti- Inn interests of bis owner, the captain of 1U as- 
sured vessel should do. lie is not justinvd in relaxing 
hia efforts, because the property is insured.

eoidy. Uut Ifhe do tniploy such costly aid ; what is 
the ehatge, but pnrtic litsr average. That is, parliitl l.*» ; 
foi tho arecaKwy expense follows lhe nature 
of thst to which it ia accessory ; thus, if thia policy 
had excluded all particular arerage, the oSlcs would 
not have been liable it all, arid if so, how does 
parTictilar average turn into general average aa 
the shipper of cargo: On questions of odj i 
the practice of LJoyda is by tnii rmtrsct To govern : 
without tbst provision I ahou hi have ptoceeiled where 
it irifringed no rule of law on the ordinary practice of 
adjustments in rtsjeariHjr rAd danwijti, tor there ought 
to be H little dufcrence aa pouiblc between idjust- 
men Is out ot court, and naacastnchta of danuECs in 
court. But the court should he careful not to lay hy 
an extension of legal principles new burdens on ship- 
pera of goods : what they voluntary undertake, no 
rational tusn tin abject to: and ihe leas courts or 
justice iceommodaTe their judgment to local feeliags, 
and the more they ground their deculims on thoae of 
the aatpciint tribunals of their own rnuntry in mercan- 
tile cases, the wore likely is the law merchant to be 
one and the lime iu tho dUTiirent parts of tbe Sams 
empire. The question as to th* reduction of damages 
Is UM-identally disposed of in The observations uf tho 
other parts ol the ease. — Hule discharged.

Tub journals have lately aunosuired the deiith of the 
celebrated astronomer and mathematician, M. Arogo. 
A brief antics of his useful and lilinrioua life may 
interna our readers. r»onunii|ue Francois Arago was 
bora at Eslagel, near Pcrpiguan. im the troth of Feb- 
ruarv, 17»B, Ilia father, who. after the revolution, 
filled the onire of cashier to the hank at Pemignon 
sent him at an early age to atudy in the puhlie school 
of that town. He was afterwards sent to Montpclier, 
where he waa prepared fur the entrance examination 
into the Pidytcchnic school. Cln catering, that estab- 
lishment In I SOs , he look nrst place, and preserved 
that pre-cinineoee through every subsequent ordmd. 

A Set leaving the I'olytcclmic, he was attached to 
tho Dbserratory, as sw rvtary to ihe longitude offlce i 
and lo I «u4 the emperor Napoleon, although M. 
Arago hod eonocientiously voted ogoinsf^is being made 
drst conaul fin line, charged him, on the recommenda- 
tion of Moaige, with continuing the Brest geological 
opeeiliosu of llelambre and Michuiu. In this under- 
loking, the object of which was to furnish a perfect 
measurement of an are of the tcreestial mcrtdiaa, in 
order to aervc aa a rnvsis for a new system of land 
measure, he ws> tld>d by M, Biot and two Hpnntsh 
eomrnissionera, Uhl. tituia and Hodrigue*.

islanii, he succeeded in sitt ing hia irutrttnicnt,. The 
captain of the ship placed liim in tit* citadel of Ilclun. 
in order to server* him from popular fury. There' he 
remained for many weeks, completely absorbed in hia 
calculations, and at length obtained his libertr, with 
permission to go tu Algiers, Arrived then', the French 
consul ji.it hiru cm board an Algerin* frigate sailing for 
MsrscillM. They we™ already within 
sight of the French rjoaM. when tho frigate 
WOa attacked and conquered by a ftpsnrsh 
coraair, M. Arago was taken pruioner H 
carried to the fortress of Ro. os. thrown into the hulks 
at Palmas, and overwbelmeil with ill-usage. The 
dcy, however, nn hoarimj the insult otferod tu bis flag, 
dcmsnderl and uhuiined the freedom of bi* captured 
crt>w.

Li I BOD. the intrepid young philosopher trod oncp 
more his native soil. To reword him for his labours, 
tho Academy of Sciences, contrary to its leading rule, 
admitted him as s number at the age of twawty-threc : 
and the Emperor named him Professor at the Poly, 
lochnic hvhuol. There, as the hmourcJ collesgue of 
Laplicc sod Monge, he taught the uolyau of gudeay 
during more than twenty year*. 

In i Hio. M. Art go mingled for the first time in po- 
lilieal life. During the memorable " three <(*;s of 
July," ho worked hard to sc/rp the erTusioa of blood, 
by intsircodiug with Marshal Murmniit, whose friend 
be was. The eleelioaa which icsok ptaee shortly af- 
terwards, placed him in ths chamber as deputy from 
the department of the Pyrenees Oriental r*L On en- 
tering parliament he took hi* place anongst the 
*' extreme left," between LaURe and Dupnnt, 
and afterwards signed the pubUe accounts of IM9, 

He rrequeutly spoke on questiim* connected with 
public itiatrucUan, with the shipping intetssat, and 
with the cnnatiuctlnn r»! eansla. railroads, fcc. ]{js 
pobtical adversaries themselves hate rrerfuently 
lowed to his suthnrity. and ran J ' 
iticomparable cleariti'ss of his

Their churches are filled with these, that! representa- 
tives of tlie deity, slid it is very curious to oWrve a 
devout Hussion kissing the toe of one, crossing himself 
before another, while to ani.ther ho will Li aduirjan 
prostrate himself, even with his head to the ground i 
this latter Is also very frequently done at intervals, 
during the celebration D f their serv ice* | but their 
churches are always open, so that if any one wants to 
pa} devotion to a particular imajje (or picture) while 
no service ia goui*- on, he can do ao. j understand 
that they conaider they worship the 
deity through these representations. In ihe proacnt 
day the gods are called oSro.rr. of which the literal 
translation is imai/r. Tile old Sclavonic word fur them 
is eMono, which was formerly In general me. As far

Wcnnradey Earning. 
Faoat a lalfl number of the Loadoh Mcminp 
f'Aroni'cfe we learn that t manorial bu iarued 
from lbs Commercial Agaocution of Lirerpool, 
inriling the altentioa or Government to the 
diHtculue* which hamper the importation of 
guano. Every jaar atrtngtreui the conriclion 
of the adnntageg to be derived from it* em- 
ployment, not only Oh graa*. but on wheat 
landr, and the only limit to Che demand tt the 
•cantinru or a »opp|y which ii checked by a 
mono pel j. It bu been calculated that every 
hun deed weight of guano will give half a quarter 
of additional wheat; and therefore, although 
guano ii aold in jfogland it Littta undtr 
the exorbitant price ot £10 a ton, a 
ample arithmetical calculation demonatratea 
the wiadona of eipending ten ahillinfri to receive 
four eilra Whala^ — each buahel, at the high 
price) of an Knglith winter, bringing in the 
amount of the eapenditura on the guano, Ita 
wonderful effecti on grass land* hire long been 
familiar to practical igriculturiaui ; yet the 
obatmctioni b> which ita imp-,rialion into the 
United Kingdom i. aubject bate contracted ita 
ennnumption during the drat fourteen yean of 
ila discovery lo 150,000 ton* A* the legitimate 
demand in Kngland would probably absorb, at 
least, three timet the quantity acteally received ; 
aa tbe quantity in intxbatutJble, it aeemi lo be 
not without jusliee, that tbe memorialist • 
preface thaur alatementa by observing, 
" that tbe incrtaiting and widely- extended 
use of guano throughout the United 
Kingdom render* the existing mode of 
importing (he Peruvian supply, upon which the 
countr; mainly depends, most unsatisfactory to 
the merchant, the agriculturist, and the ahip- 
ownar." 

Haying dlitiactlf stated their den ire to avoid 
toy appearance of wishing to prejudice the in- 
terests of tbe telle is, the memorialist* state ex. 
plicitly, " that in seeking to get the guano trade 
thrown open, they hate no desire to do to to 
tbe injury of the Peruvian Government. The 
memorial conclude* with a pnajper. that Her 
Majesty'* Ooveranutit will endesvonr by a 
friendly negotiation to convince the Peruvian 
CJoverament that it would be for their interest 
to throw open the trade, and to pet mi t all na- 
tions ta buy guano from them direct, without 
the intervention of any agent* in Raglan d." 

Our London contemporary observes that 
there seem* gnat reason to hop* that the is* tie 
of such a negotiation, backed a* it might be by 
the enactment solicitation of othsr powers, 
would prove *ucce«sful, and it cannot b* con- 
sidered a trifling matter tbat it should prove to. 

To one particular point the attention or ship- 
owner*, and mai'.eTi interns tad lt\ the Australian 
trade may he directed. Cut eoatampovary 
states tbat tbe Admiralty ha* been directed that 
very diligent search should be made for bank* 
of similar deposit in the islands of the Pacific. 
Prom the reports of many intelligent *ktp- 
mastera trading between Hjdney and the South 
Sea Island*, we believe that no diffi- 
culty will attend such a search, and 
that the obstacle* in the way of 
the negotiations with the Peruvian Government 
may toon be disaipeted by the competition 
which will arise in tbe** sea*. Oar content, 
porery concludes by Baying : — 

Investigation* have aUc-bren made slang the sterile 
coast of Western Africa, and it haa been auggeated 
that they should be extended to the ahorea of Mada- 
gascar and the lower pan* of the Had Ben. But 
hitherto the reinless Latitudoa, In which alone guano 
pnar™ its virtue, have been explored in vain, or de- 
posit* hare been fa and bo imall that It it evident they 
would speedily be exhausted. Peru ia the only known 
source at prevent of guano, such at can be advantage- 
ously need on srablelend ; and with wheat at Ua., 
and with a prfwpect of having to replace as we 
may the aupplie* of Huaaia, the Danube, 
we cannot aflurd to think lightly of a nati 
that might if nrerly Imported, incrcaae by at 
fifth tbebutk of our hotac growth. 

The Morning Chronirlt sat* that the lateat 
accounts received from Australia had increased 
the demand for tonnage, and thai freights were 
very plentiful of every kind, whilst the shipping 
•rail far from being over abundant. The rate* 
of freight bad in eunaequene* farther advanced 
20a. 10 40», per ton. 1 he General Screw Steam 
Company had given totice that the r-.tr <>f 
freight by the Crcssua was to be raised from £7 
lo £9, end upward-* for tin* good*.
